No child under age 10 shall solicit unless 
accompanied by a responsible person age 18 or 
older who shall at all times keep such child within 
seeing and hearing range. No child under 16 
years of age may solicit charitable contributions 
between the hours of sunset and 9 a.m. 




LAMC 44.02 (3) Department shall have the power to investigate the method of making or conducting any such solicitation and to give publicly to its findings in such a manner 
the Department deems best to advise the public of the facts of such solicitation. Inspection Results will be posted on the LAPDs Website under Charitable Services Section.
